a new edifice which was destroyed by fire, 
and afterward built another church, and 
in 1877 left the society in good shape. 
He afterward preached at Jacksonville, 
and Bloomington and then went to Chi- 
cago where he preached four years. 
He 


was two years at St. Paul, and then re- 
turned toChioago for another year. 
He 


was presiding elder in Chicago 'for three 
years, and at the time of bis death was 
presiding elder at Clinton, Iowa.

declining health dated from the death of 
his wife some years ago, 
Elder Jacobs 


was a fervent and eloquent preacher. 
His sermons abounded in homely and 
forcible illustrations which went to the 
heart.

BLANK & GRASS is the place to buy 


your Paints, Wall Papor and Window 


The Experience ;"of a Farm Hand 


from Oakley at a Deoa- 


tur Bank. 


A young man who had been in the em- 


ploy of a farmer near Oakley had an 
annoying experience in Deoatur this 
week when he was promptly arrested at 
one of the banks on suspicion ot being a 
forger.

Perhapa the 
thought never entsrsil the head ot the 
Oakloy farmer and the merchant that the 
check, drawn as it was, would occasion 
any tiouble. It was left to the innocent 
farm hand to discover that a check drawn 
by anyone but the party having the cueh 
on deposit nt the bank is very likoly to 
prrduce searching inquiry and the pres- 
ent <if au officer to sue that the seeker 
for tho money doesn't get out of eight. 
Hereafter that farmer will sign his own 
checks no matter how chilly he mny feel.
